The letter, recently 
written, was found among his effects after 
his arrest. 

The friend with whom she says in her 
letter she had been to church several times, 
was her cousin, Walter Laws. Her refer- 
ence to roing to South Dakota was a fam- 
ily joke. But Brockman did not know this. 
The girl, unconscious of her danger, was 
playing with the most dangerous passion 
of man—jealousy. 

Gertrude Clifford, besides being a very 
beautiful young girl, was only 19 years old, 

Was innocently merry, and, knowing the 
love Brockman had for her, was not indis- 
posed to play upo it. She looked upon him 
as more or less of a boy, as, indeed, he is, 
being only 20 years of age.

Recent Misstatements of History Set 

Right by Hon. John Goode, Whose 

Information Came From First 
Hands. 


RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 18.—At the annu- 
al memorial meeting of Lee Camp Hon. 
John Goode, president of the constitutional 
convention, was the principal speaker. He 
is one of the four survivors of the conven- 
tion that met here in February, 1861, and 
the only Virginian living who was a mem- 
ber of, the Confederate Congress. 

Mr. Goode took occasion to correct what 
he conceives, to be two errors in recent 
contributions to the history of the Civil 
war. He stated that he had it from the 
lips of the Confederate commissioners who 
went to Hampton Roads to confer with 
President Lincoln that the only thing Lin- 
coln would agree to was that the Confed- 
erates “should go home and take off their 
uniforms.” He denied in emphatic terms 
that Lincoln had offered to pay for the lib- 
eration of the slaves. 

Only a very short time ago the Rev. Dr. 
Henry Green, a. celebrated Presbyterian 
minister of Danville, Ky., and a Confed- 
erate veteran, delivered a lecture in which 
he said Lincoln had offered to pay for the 
slaves. Dr. Green said he learned this from 
Judge Campbell, one of the Confederate 
commissioners. Mr. Goode said Alexander 
H. Stephens, Judge Campbell and R. M. T. 
Hunter all told him that Lincoln offered 
no terms. : : 

Mr. Goode said he wanted also to correct 
an error in a recent contribution to war 
history by Charles Francis Adams, in which 
he makes it appear that Gen. Lee favored 
surrendering his army before it reached 
Appomattox, and that President Davis was 
responsible. fer Lees plans not being, car- 
ried out. Mr. Goode said he Was sent for 
by President Davis and Gen. Lee for a 
conference. Gen. Lee told of the condition 
of his army and asked if the Virginia peo- 

le would stand another draft upon them 
or forage and provisions... Mr. Goode con- 
ferred with his associates and the result 
was, he informed Gen. Lee, that the last 
crust of bread would be divided with the 
army. Gen. Lee said not a word about

FRANCE AND AMERICA WILL EX- 
CHANGE INFORMATION. 


MISSION OF M. MABILLEAU. 


The Activity and Marvelous Achieve- 
ments Here Have Astonished 
the People of Europe. 


Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, Jan. 11.—Apropos of the proposed 
voyage of M. Mabilleau to the United 
States to lecture for the Alliance Fran- 
caise, the Echo de Paris makes the follow- 
ing observations: 


We have never been, I think, more curi- 
ous than at the present moment to know 
the Americans, and on their side the Amer- 
icans have never bee. more eager for do- 
tailed information on our life. We have 
begun dy beileving that the United States 
existed only to furnish American uncles to 
unlucky nephews, or wives to gentil- 
hommes. Very soon we found out that 
these ideas were fantastic and stupid. 

“The prodigious activity of that people, 
scarcely more than a century old, has as- 
tonished and disquieted us. We have 
wished to know the reasons for it, and en- 
gineers and economists have looked into 
the yuestion. 

“As for the Americans, ds if fascinated 
by the giory of France, they have demand 
ed from us lecturers who could expiain to 
them our literature. Today they aesire to 
have some lessons on our work, our in- 
dustry, our commerce, and M. Mabilleau is 
—— „to set out on Friday to instruct 

em. ' 

M. Mabilieau has detailed the plan of his 
work. It appears that before Columbia 
University he will speak of social studies, 
before that of Chicago, on the production 
and organization of work; at Yale, the 
manner in which the higher studies arv 
0 zed at the Sorbonne; at Johns Hop- 
kins, on the variety of French life in tne 

rovinces. Each subject will include from 
6 to 12 lessons. 

M. Mabilleau has been charged by the 
French government with two missions in 
addition to his lecture work. The French 
minister of public instruction has requested 
him to study the organization of social in- 
struction in the universities of America, 
and M. Millerand has requested him to 
compare the technical and industrial in- 
struction of the United States with that 
of France.

of retail grocers and general merchants. 

These local associations are made up of 
the leading merchants in the larger cities 
and towns of Arkansas. The leading as- 
sociations in the state are located at Little 
Rock, Pine Bluff, Fort Smith, Forrest City 
and Camden. There are smaller bodies in 
other places and in addition a great num- 
ber of merchants in places where there 
are not enough to form an organization, 
have joined the state association as indi- 
viduals and have pledged themselves to 
influence their districts in the election of 
the next general assembly. 

At the meeting the unanimous vote set- 
tled upon Little Rock again for the annual 
meeting in January, 193. The reason for 
this decision was that the Legislature 
would then be in session here and it was 
constdered important that the merchants 
should be on hand to r see that 
the promises made them by members of the 

slature. should be carried out to the 
letter, the penalty being total political ex- 
tinction for the offenders. 

The officers elected for the state associa- 
tion were Charles J. Kramer, president of 
the Little Rock Retail Grocers’ Association, 
state president; Otto B. Rollwege, president 
of the Forrest City Association, state vice- 

resident; Ed Russell, secretary of the 

ine Biuff association, state secretary, and 
T. W. Edmondson, president of the Van 
Buren association, state treasurer. 

In addition to these officers 32 district 
vice-presidents, one for each senatorial dis- 
trict, were selected. These latter, with the 
other officers, comprise the state executive 
committee. It is the duty of the vice-pres- 
idents to further organize local associations 
in the state and to look after the politics 
of their own respective districts. A resolu- 
tion was pas pledging the unqualified 
support of the association to such candi- 
dates, regardless of their politics, as would 
pledge themselves to assist in passing laws 
to protect the retail merchants.

SALLIE WATERS WAS A SLAVE 
IN VIRGINIA. 


CAME TO NEW ORLEANS IN 1813 


She Saw Gen. Jackson Just Before His 
Famous Victory and Has Seen 
New Orleans Develop. 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 18.—Sarah, or 
“Sallie,” Waters, an old Virginia negro 
woman, who came to New Orleans with 
her young “marster’ and mistress when 
Gen. Andrew Jackson was preparing to 
whip the British invaders at Chalmette, 
died at her daughter’s home ut 1528 North 
Derbignay street, Sunday afternoon, at the 
very advanced age of 112 years. She was 
laid to rest in the new Lincoin Cemetery 
in the rear of the cicy, and uwumerous chil- 
dren, grandchildren and great grandch'l- 
dren followed the remains to the burial 


grounds, 

There can be no dispute about the oid 
woman's age. She was between 2% and 90 
years of age when she came to the Cres- 
cent City just a few months before the 


One time she was stolen from her master 
in Virginia and brought to New Orleans 
and sold to a Mississippi pianter. 

Aunt Sallie, according to her story, was 
born in 3 County, Virginie. Her 
father was a Creek Indian. She belonged 
to the Vons family of Virginia. Mr. Vons 
business carried him to ew Orleans on 
more than one occasion. The s)vung woman 
made one of these trips in a wagon with 
her master and young mistreus. It took the 

rty over a month to come Rom Virginia 
ke this city. One day, after they had been 
out for a week or so, she saw @ blue spot 
on the sun.

WAIVED ORIGINAL DEMAND 


THE RANSOM IS TO BE PAID ON 
TURKISH SOIL. 


Bulgaria Expects That Will Save Her 
Government From Liability for 


Heavy Indemnity Certain 
to Be Demanded.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Jan. 18.—The leaders of 
the brigands who have held Miss Stone 
and Mrs. Tsilka prisoners for twenty weeks 
have finally accepted, and in writing, the 
conditions for the release of their captives 
prescribed by the agents who have deen 
negotiating for the women's freedom. 

Their agents are the Rev. D. M. W. Peet, 
treasurer of the American Missionary sta- 
tion in Constantinople, and the Dragoman 
of the United States legation in Turkey, 
Mr. Gargiulo. 

These two men left Constantinople Dec. 
17, and for one month have been unremit- 
ting in their efforts to reach an undel- 
standing with the bandits. The brigands 


waived their original demand that the ran 
som should paid on Buigarian soil and 
will accept it in Macedonia, which is 
Turkish territory. .

An amusing story is going the rounds, 
illustrating the extent to which the King 
is influenced by Sir Ernest Cassel.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 18.—The personal 
suite of Admiral Prince Henry ot Prussia 
is composed of some of the most distin- 
guished men in Germany. 

Admiral Von Tirpliz is the imperial min- 
ister of marine, a member of the imperial 
roval state councils, the secretary of state 
for the kingdom of Prussia, a senator from 
Berlin in the Bundesrath and the chair- 
man of the royal council of naval affairs. 

As one of the German officials put it, 
„11e is a composite of Secretary Long, 
any United States senator, a representa- 
tive in Congress and a secretary of state 
of one of the American commonwealths.“ 


He has been decorated with every mili- 
tary and chivalric order of Prussia, in- 
cluding the order of the Black Eagle, in- 
stituted by King Frederick the First, in 
1701. He has nat been so martial a figure 
in German affairs as his predecessor, Von | 
Kobbe, who was a personage in German 
annals who much resembled the American 
Admiral Farragut. 

Gen. Von Plessen is a stately military 
figure and principal aid-de-camp of the 
Kulser.

One of the most interesting personalities 
in Prince Heury's suite is the commander 
of the Hohengollern, Rear Admiral Count 
Von Band'ssin. He is a member of the ln 
perial suite and was appointed to his pres- 
ent post in June of the present year. ‘This 
is not Count Von Baudissin's first visil io 
the United States. He was here just prior 
to the Pranco-Prussian war, on board ine 
Geyer. At the declaration of hostilities he | 
was in the harbor of Charleston. The ship 
was notified to remain in a neutral harbor 
because France had a fleet of powerful 
lronciads afloat. When the war was at 18 
height the French tronclad Aphrodite also 
put into Charleston.

The anti-dress league provoked a great 
deal of meriment in the comic papers, be- 
cause every member of it was known as a 
leader of fashion and an exponent of 
clothes. 

One of the rules of the league was that 
only two new gowns were to be purchased 
in a season—one for day and one for even- 
ing wear—with furs, jewelry and yachting 
costumes ad libitum. 

The league soon disbanded. When the 
best-dressed woman of England is asked 
about it today, she smiles and says:

Lady Lennox was the first woman in Eng- 
land to adopt the fashion of wearing al- 
ways a favorite flower.

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8 I CAME down the gangway of the Celtic some one stepped up to me and 
asked, Are you Lady Algernon Lennox?“ When I replied in the affirma- 
tive he added, “Then they say yOu are the bes dressed woman in Eng- 

land!’ I laughed, for it was certainly very flattering to hear this upon my ar- 
rival in America, but really it is a repu'ation which I scarcely deserve. 

Why does every newspaper want me only to talk about dress when as a mat- 
ter of fact there are so many subjects in which I am really Interested, next to 
which the topic of dress sinks into insignificance. Take for instance, practical 
horticulture, fruit culture and its preserving and packing, which I hope to study 
for myself in California, where women have achieved such splendid results. 
Your system of education and technical instruction, from which, I believe, we in 
England can learn a great deal, are not these infinitely more interesting than the 
number and size of my trunks? Just because one happens to wear a pretty 
gown, it is hardly fair to infer that One can think and talk of little else. 

The past two years with all the sadness and suffering which war brings in 
its train has given English women other things to occupy their thoughts or 
claims more pressing on their purse than new dresses. . 

But as you want me to talk on this subject, may I say that in my opinion 
the American woman has notihing to learn in the art of dress. She is 
everywhere by the taste she displays, not only in her clothes, but In her manner 
of wearing them. She does not slavishly follow a fashion, but selects what sults 
her, which in my humble opinion constitutes good dressing, and she is infinttely 
attractive in all the details of her appearance. The same remark, I think, applies 
to the American girl. 

The influence of America and American women has borne fruit in England. 
There was a time when we had a great many prejudices, when “a woman can't 
do this—a woman cannot do that” was frequently heard, but the bicycle and the 
privilege of going about freely as your Women do here has made the world a 
brighter and happier place for our sex, 1nd the freedom has brought with it 
an added sense of responsibility which m.ust be beneficial. A woman cannot help 
respecting herself more when she is moroughly trusted to take care of herscif 
and this gives a wider interest in life; it enlarges her sympathies, and women 
everywhere are now doing splendid work which, not so long ago, would have 
been thought impossible. Here, you see, I have diverged again from that topic 
of dress, which is supposed to be so all-engrossing to me. 

My last word on that\subject must be that I have always felt a woman 
should try to make the best of the good gifts which have been bestowed on her, 
because she is thereby making things p!easanter fer those around her, and 
surely this is worth doing. We seek for beauty and harmony of color in our sur- 
roundings. Why should this not apply in an even greater degree to our dresses 
instead of striking those discordant notes we sometimes do? To dress well I do 
not believe that lavish expenditure is essential. If the example of the American 
woman were followed and less thought given to the richness of the material and 
more to the minor details of the toilet, there would be many more well-dressed 
people in the world. And thus I bring my dissertation on clothes to an end, for 
the West is calling, and away in Colorado and at the foot of the Rocky moun- 
tains fashion plates will assume their true proportions, but I shall carry with 
me a never-fading recollection of the kindness extended to me in New York, and 


the fulfillment of what has long been my one cherished wish—a visit to the United 
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States.

SINGULAR TRIFLES THE CAUSE OF DEATH 


The Bite of a Fly, the Sharp Edge of an Envelope, the Prick ot 
a Pin and Poison From Wall Paper Are Among the 
Little Things That Have Ended Human Lives.

HE world stands aghast at the re- 
F port of a fearfiil raſiroad disaster, 
or the loss at sea of a steamship 
with its human cargo, or any of the sim- 
ilar horrors where the story deals with 
the death of many persons from one 
cause in a small period of time, but who 
has ever stopped to think of the number 
of fatal accidents that are caused every 


year by the prick of a-pin, the bite of a 
Hy. the cut from a piece of paper? And 
yet, if the returns from fatal trifies like 
these “could be tabulated, it is no exag- 
geration to say that the aggregate might 
exceed the Joss of life from any of the 
more appalling causes. 

In the health reports of Greater New 
York for 1900 there are 919 cases re- 
corded where death has been traced to 
trivial things—the trimming ‘of a corn, the 
scratch from a piece of glass or tin, a 
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splinter in 
insect. 

The number of cases recently reported 
where only a pin scratch has resulted in 
death are remarkably numerous. 


Last Christmas day, Mrs. Margaret Hoag- 
land of 814 Bergen street, Newark, accl- 
dentally scratched her finger with a pin, 
and five days later she and her infant son 
died from blood polsoning. In this case 
the scratch of a pin caused two deaths. 

Patrick E. Little of 616 Hudson street, a 
big, Healthy man, while playing with one 
of his childrén, received a pin scratch on 
tLe knee. He thought nothing of it, Dut in 
a few days the little wound began to pain 
him so severely that he could not go to 
work. Blood potsoning had set in and, 
finally, in order to save his life, the doc- 
tors decided on an operation. It was per-

formed, but Little’s strength had deen 
Sapped, and two days later he died. 

As insignificant thing as a pin scratch 
killed Henry Scheckler, a carpenter of 
Elizabeth, N. J. Scheckler had a swelling 
in the palm of his hand which he thought 
needed lancing and, having become impa- 
tient with his physician, he decided to 
lance it himself. So he got a common 
sewing needle and performed the opera- 
tion. A few days later symptoms of biood 
potsoning appeared and in little more than 
a week he was dead. 

Many people, like Scheckler, simply com- 
mit suicide by trying to perform a small 


surgical operation with unclean - instru- 


ments. 

Peter A. Kenney of Somerville, N. J., 
scratched a boil on his hand with a nail 
and died in less than a week. 

Francis McCarroll of Newburg, N. Y., had 
his wife scrape a callous place on his 
heel with a knife preparatory to placing a 
poultice on. Two days later blood poisoning 
killed him. 

With most people, however, these little 
wourds which dre so dangerous are in- 
flicted purely through accident. 

Peter Reilly, once prominent in the pol- 
itics of Greenpoint, while removing a dia- 
mond ring from his finger broke the band 
He neg- 
lected the wound and died a week later. 

Charles Weimer of Newark and the Rev. 
James Cameron, pastor of the Church of 
the Ascension in Jersey City, both died 
from. small scratches inflicted by rusty 
nails, while Dr. Leslie M. Sweetman, a 
celebrated physician of Baltimore, and 
John Meyer, one of Williamsburg’s wealth- 
lest citizens, both received their death 
wounds from slight cuts with small knives. 

Dr. Sweetman cut his hand while per- 
forming an operation, and Meyer slashed 
his finger while sharpening a lead pencil. 

One of the most singular instances of 
death resulting from a mall cut is found 
in the case of Mr. James Hicks, a wealthy 
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fron manufacturer from Cincinnati. 

Mr. Hicks came to New York about a 
week previous to his death and stopped 
at the Waldorf-Astoria. One morning 
while sealing letters he cut his lip on the 
sharp edge of an envelope. It was a little 
wound and he thought nothing of it. The 
next day, however, his lip was swollen and 
gave him great pain. Blood poisoning set 


in, and in spite of the efforts of the best 
physicians, he died.

Tommy Findly ot New 
Rochelle ate a penny’s worth of colored 
candy balls and died in convulsions a day 
or two later. 

Mrs Elizabeth Fuller of Port Jervis was 
brought near to death's door by wearing 
black stockings, and Dr. George B. Hen- 
shaw of New Rochelle is supposed by phys- 
icians to have received his death from col- 
ored wall paper. 

Numerous other cases of this form of 
poisoning are brought to notice every year.

Experimenting With Eggs of a Sea Urchin, 
This Scientist Finds That Electricity, 
Which Man May Learn to Control, 

Is the Basis of All Life, and That 


Eternal Life Is No Longer 


a Mystery. 


ACQUES LOEB, professor of 
University of Chicago, before 


physiology and experimental biology at the 
the American Physiological Society in Chi- 


cago, made the startling announcement that the secret of eternal life is in 


the power of mankind. 


The professor finds that the basis of all life is electricity; that death is not 
cessation.of action, but a morphological process; that is to say, the great change 
known as death is but an episode in the chain of life processes. Electricity is at 


the bottom of all phenomena. It acts upon the nerves and moves the involuntar 
muscles which keep up the heart beats. 


Death is an acquired habit. 


Prot. Loeb is a graduate from the scientific departments of the Universities 
of Strassburg, Berlin and Munich. He has been experimenting with the nature of 
‘Wife and death many years. Ile was led to his present theory by experiments in 
which he succeeds in arresting the death process in the unfertilized eggs of a'sea 
urchin. It is the principle of science that what is true of the very. vital processes

Loeb drew the conclusion that 
the egg, which ls as much alive as a liv- 
ing, breathing animal, has going on within 
it from its very birth a death Process and 
a life process, Fertiligation, he believed, 
introduced an agent which held in abey- 
ance the death process. Life then got the 
upper hand and held it, His problem, then, 
became to find. something which would ar- 
tificialiy check the death process in the egg. 
He selected. potassium cyanide, the most 


deadly polsen. The eggs were immersed 


in the poisonous solution. for a week. At 
the end of that time they were stil) alive, 
and when taken from the potassium cyan- 
ide and fertilized bore out Loeb’s theory. 
They could de fertilized either naturally 
or artificially. Prof. Loeb then went a 
step further in his reasoning, and reached 
the startling. conclusion that on a minute 
scale life carries with it the germ of im- 
mortality. This conclusion he announced 
before the Physiological Society, and it as- 
tounded the scientific world. 

Prof, Loeb is a German by birth. He 
is 43. yeare old. He was for a time an in- 
structor,in the University at Strassburg, 
and from there went to the government 
biological station at Naples. 

He has been the head of the department 
of physiology and experimental biology in 
the University of Chicago for about eight 
years. 


The biological laboratory in which Prof. 
Loeb works.at the University of Chicago 
is the. most thoroughly equipped in Amer- 
loa, and was built by the generosity of 
Helen Culver, who made a gift of $1,000,000 

e ty.for that purpose. 
ears Prof. Loeb is ‘a stoutly 
bullt, red-faced; mercurial little man who 
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dents, with whom his word is the highest 
possible authority on all sorts of subjects 

Prof. Loeb’s work and that done by| his 
students is all original research. 

Prof. Loeb is one of the most genial of 
men, and extremely tolerant of anything 
but. ignorance. He has no patience with 
less nimble-witted professors and no inter- 
est in university topics outside of biology. 
Among his colleagues he is a rather steady 
burning firebrand, from the fact, they say, 
that he always wants all the money and 
all the apparatus in sight for his own par- 
ticular department. 

Stories are in constant circulation about 
the campus as to discoveries going on in 
Loeb’s laboratory. At once time a rumor 
gained credit among the freshmen that 
Prof. Loeb had actually succeeded in con- 
structing a living animal by artificla! pro- 
cesses. It was part man and part ape, 
walked, talked and was stidlously con- 
cealed from prying, unscientific eyes. 

The majority of the freshies“ were not 
particularly astonished, but they were scan- 
dalized at the audacity of the professor in 
daring to trench upon such vital things 
They fully believed that Loeb could do it 
in his wizard laboratory. But they declared 
that it was all. wrong. 

Prof. Loeb smiled behind his gold-bound 
glasses when he heard the rumor. 

He belongs to the school of modern sci- 
entists who look for a physica) basis in an 
phenomena. 

He ts es enthusiastic as a boy over his 
work, but has the scientific temperament 
which looks for actual proof and cares lit- 
tle for fine-spun theory. 

Prof. Loeb says that if death is a cessa- 
ten of action merely, it is a curious fact 
that potassium cyanide, the deadliest of 
poisons, failed to bring this about. On 
tm contrary, it delayed the phenomena of 
Gears. Therefore, Prof. Loeb decided that 
what the potassium cyanide really did was 
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true of thowe processes ™ an Iving things. 

Consequently, Prot. Leeds theory opens 
up a wonderful vista. 

Death is born with life itself. It is - 
existent with life It is as much ah a0 
tualty as life Moreover, cautiously 
wrapped up in scientific phrases u the in- 
timation that death may be scientifically 
proved to be another birth into another 
life—a mere episode in an endless succes- 
sion ef transformations. 

But having determined what it was that 
the poisonous potassium cyanide had done 
for the eea-urchin egg—namely, defeated 
the death process within it—Prof Loeb was 
brought to the questions of how the oyanide 
of potassium had delayed death and why 
It delayed death. This led him to the con- 
clusions expressed in his paper upon the 
relation between electricity and life. In 
other words, he decided that the cyanide 
of potassium had been effective because of 
the electrical energy which it had brought 
to bear. 

Electricity thus becomes the basis of life. 
Properly understood, it may some time of- 
fer to man the means of prolonging life in- 
definitely. 

In a series of fascinating papers pub- 
ished: about 1885 the German biologist, 
Weissman, sought to prove by scentific de- 
Auctions that in unciellular structures 
animals of the lowest order—no such thing 
as death takes place. He also concluded 
that death ts not a natural, but an ac- 
quired habit, so to speak, which became 
fixed in the world of life at a definite time 
in the history of life phenomena. Un- 
fortunately, the habit was acquired ages 
before man made his appearance 


prolong life indefinitely. I ts conesivabdie, 
of course, that there may come a ‘time 
when death will not be necessary in the 
scheme of evolution, or at any rate that « 
much longer life will not be incompatible 
with man's surrounding In the future, 
diseases will have been conquered, per- 
haps, and long lite will not mean con- 
tinual suffering. Gentler and higher 
thoughts will have reduced mental and 
4piritual friction to a minimum. Bilectrici- 
ty, being the basis of life would certainly, 
it seems, furnish the means of life and ob- 
viate the struggle for subsistence. 

The precise experiments by which Prof. 
Loeb reached his second conclusion as to 
electricity as the basis of life phenomena 
are less easy to olear of technical terms 
than the first, relating to the real nature 
of death. 

Electricity, Prof. Loeb observed, affects 
protoplasm the life-cerm) ina more univer- 
sal and effective way than any other form 
of stimulus. If currents of electricity affect 
protoplasm, Prof. Loeb reasoned that elec- 
trickty in the form of ions (or theoretic di- 
visions of atoms charged with electricity) 
should also directly affect life processes. 

He began to experiment with a view of 
finding out just when electrical ions become 


and killed them, while another, apparently 
less destructive, had a quickening effect.

| APES ENABLE 


Recent Experiments by European Scientists 
on Living Animals to Determine Facts 
That Will Be of Service in the 
Treatment of Diseases of 
the Human Brain. 


UFFERERS from diseases of the nerv- 
S ous system, particularly such as 
cause interruption of the muscular 
action, may have reason to bless the mem- 
ory of certain great apes, who have co- 
@perated unselfishly with English surgeons 
end scientists to demonstrate new facts 
concerning the brain. 

The scientific partnership was fatal to the 
apes. But they lived admired and died unt 
versally respected, and their photographs 
will be handed down in medical history. 

The object of the experimenters was to 
find as nearly as possible just where the 
motor centers of the human brain are—so 

that if the nerves of a man’s middle finger 
‘or his toe or his arm are paralyzed or oth- 
erwise affected by some trouble that cannot 
be traced to a local cause, doctors shall 
know just what part of the brain to exam- 
ine for disease, and surgeons shall know to 
the minute fraction of an inch just where 
to cut into the skull in order to save lite. 

Experiments to determine these facts had 
been tried many times with fair success on 
many especies of animals. Much was 
learned. But the differences between the 
brains of a lower animal, like a cat or a 
dog, and of a higher animal, like a man, 
are 80 different in detail] that the localiza- 
tion of motor centers in those animals did 
not furnish the data needed to localize the 
centers of motor energy in the human 
brain. The areas whence certain body im- 
pulses radiated were known in a general 
way, but the knowledge was not so exact 
that the physician could lay his finger on 
that part of the buman skull and say, 
“Here is the place that orders the tongue 
to wag’ or This is the telegraph key that 
orders the left eye to shut.“ | 

Study of the brains dt the higher apes 
showed that their gray matter was suffi- 
ciently like that of a man to justify the 
belief that investigations made on the brute 
would furnish knowledge about the human 
drain. 

To understand the experiments thot- 
oughly, it is well to remember that the 
brain may be roughly divided into two 
great portions—the frontal and the ooci-

of ita various physica! functions. 
the great telephone central station, or,

That leaves nearly the whole rear portion 
of the brain, by far the greater bulk, ex- 
tending as it does from the temples to the 
back of the head; and from the back of the 
forehead down to the spinal cord, with no 
mechanical work to do so far as is known. 
Thus, it seems certain that we must look in 
that part of the brain for the solution of 
the mystery of thought and soul-life. 

The fact that this purely physical part 
of the brain has been found to be 80 re- 
markably large in the apes, suggests inter- 
esting and far reaching speculations on 
thé possible new disceveries that may be 
made with continulng experiments that 
shall aim at stimulation and excitation of 
this anterior portion of the brain with the 
view of finding out what the higher mental 
life of the great apes is like. 

It is evident that, since only a compara- 
tively limited portion of their brains is used: 
to govern and control and produce the 
ordinary material and mechanical functions 
of life, the anterior brain, being so con- 
siderable in size, must have more work 
to do than either secientific or popular 
theory has been willing to assign to. the 
apes. They may prove to be far more near- 
er to being thinking creatures with a rea- 
soning intelligence than we have dreamed. 

The apes that were used for the expert 
ments were chimpanzees. The chimpanzce 
is placed as being next to the gorilla in 
brain development. ‘The gorilla comes im- 
mediately after man and the chimpanzee 
follows. The orang-outang is third. 

The animals were anesthetized and tiny 
openings made in their skulls. Great care 
was taken to prevent shock and to cause 
no suffering of any kind either during the 
operation or subsequently. This was dic- 
tated not only by humanity, but also by 
scientific requirements, for the action of 
the brain could not have been studied with 
any promise of precise results had the con- 
ditions not been as nearly normal as possi- 
ble. | 

After the wound had healed entirely one 
electrode from an electric battery was fas- 
tened to the wrist of the chimpanzee in the 
form of a bracelet, and the other electrode, 
in the form of a fine plantinum point on a 
spring, was brought to touch the outer 
surface of the brain scftly and gently, 
avoiding any undue pressure. 

Thus, as the experiments progressed with 
many monkeys, the areas that controlled 
the movement of the organs and limbs of 
the body. became mapped out bit by bit 
If a certain part of the cortex of the fron- 
tal lobe of the brain received the current, 
the ape thrust out his fingers; the current 
applied to another place made him thrust 
out his tongue.

All these things happened 
apparently much to the victim’s astonish- 
mr nt and often dismay, for they certainly 
had had no intention of performing such 
acts. It was highly comical to see the 
amazed and alarmed expression on the 
face of the chimpanzee when his left hand 
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the ankle. In front of these two are the 
centers that command the knee and the 
hip. The shoulder is controlled from a cen- 
ter that lies almost underneath that line 
on the forehead where the hair begins. A 
little lower down is the elbow center. Be- 
low that again is the dynamo that sends 
currents through to the wrist. Over the 
eyes and between the temples in the fore- 
head are the telegraph stations that con- 
nect directly with the fingers and thumb, 
The power impulses that control the eyes 
and eyelids are in that part of the brain 
which les almost directly behind them. 
Under and behind the eye-controlling por- 
tion is the portion that has charge of the 
jaw. There are two distinct jaw centers. 
One controls the opening and the other the 
closing of the jaw. Further inside dt the 
brain are the cells that control the vocal 
chords and the organs of mastication. 
Almost directly following the experiments 
on apes came two cases of injury to human 
brains which proved that the discoveries 
of the motor centers furnished fair work- 
ing bases for treatment of the human pa- 
tient. The first case was that of a man 
who suffered from Jacksonian epilepsy. 
The surgeons found after long investiga- 
tion that he had sustained an injury of 
the surface of the brain immediately in 
front of the fissure of Rolando.

two kinds of processes going on in the egg 


~one which leads to the death and disinte- 
Sration of the egg—a mortal process, and 
@ second. which leads to cell divisions and 
further development. The latter process 
inherits or modifies the mortal process. 
With this assumption the problem of the 
prolongation of the life of the cell was 
given a concrete form. According to this 
idea, death and disintegration are due to 
specific processes which take place in the 
@g6 and possibly in other or all living mat- 
ter. Those processes must be checked in 
erder to render life possible. 

The specific life phenomenon are, as far as 
their chemical side is concerned, chiefly, if 
‘not altogether, catalytic phenomena. Hence,

Lack of oxygen does not prolong or pro- 
longs but little, the life of the unfertilized 
eggs. 7 

As long as we consider death as some- 
thing merely negative (namely the cessa- 
tion of certain processes), it must appear 
extremely paradoxical that the life of the 
unfertilized egg & the sea urchin should 
be prolonged by applying one of the most 
deadly poisons. But the paradoxical ele- 
ment disappears when we start from the 
assumption which led us to these experi- 
ments—namely, that, in the unfertilized 
eggs specific fortal processes are going on, 
which are checked or modified by the pro- 
cess of sexual or osfatic fertilization. 

These specific processes are also checked 
by potassium cyanide, which substitutes 
for the destructive action of these processes 
a condition of suspension of life. 

We may next consider the question, What 
is tho nature of the mortal processes in the 
unfertilized egg, and how can fertilization 
check them? No definite answer is possi- 
ble at present. The mortal processes may 
consist in self-indigestion or in other enzy- 
matic processes, or they may not be cata- 
lytic at all. 

How the act of fertilization may modify 
or check such processes is not beyond an- 
alogy. We know that a full supply of 
oxygen decreases the fermentative action of 
zymase. 

Spitzer has made it probable that the -e"' 
nucleus contains an oxydizing agent, nag. :- 
ly, the nuclo-proteids. The process of fer- 
tilization results, in the egg of the sea- 
urchin, in a rapid series of successive Cell 
divisions, n each of which the contents of 
the nucleus are scattered throughout the 
cell. It is easily conceivable that this peri- 
odio spreading or mixing of the nucleus 
and the cells may modify the chemical 
processes in the egg and check the mortal 
processes. 

The experiments were made at a summer 
temperature, which probably never went 
below 20 degrees C. during our experiments, 
but was considerably higher at times. The 
e@gs from several females were used for 
each experiment, and precautions were ap- 
plied to guard against contamination of 
the eggs by spermattozoa. 

The eggs were distributed into various 
finger-bowls or flasks, which contained sea 
water, to which various quantities of po- 
tassium cyanide (K. C. N.) had been added. 

We found that the duration of life was 
longer when the eggs were kept in K. C. N. 
solutions that varied between N-500 and 
N-. (This t a weak solution of potas-

90 to 100 hours. Eggs, taken out after 168 
hours, were still alive, but could not be 
made to develop beyond the _ eight-cell 
stage.

T is my belief that every atom of mat- 
| ter is intelligent, deriving energy from 

the primordial germ. The intelligence 

of man is, I take it, the sum of the intel- 
ligencies of the atoms of which he is com- 
posed. . 

The human body, I think, is maintained in 
its integrity by the Intelligent persistence 
of its atoms, or rather by an agreement 
between the atoms so to persist. When 
the harmonious adjustment is destroyed 
the man dies and the atoms seek other 
relations. 0 

I cannot regard the odor of decay but as 
the result of the efforts of the atoms to 
disassociate themselves; they want to get 
away and make new combinations. Man 
may be regarded in some sort as a microsm 
of atoms agreeing to constitute his life 
as long as order and discipline can be main- 
tained. 

But, of course, there is disaffection, re- 
bellion and anarchy, leading eventually to 
death and through death to new forms of 
life. For life I regard as indestructible— 
that is, if matter is indestructible. 

There is a close affinity between vital en- 
ergy and electricity. I do not say they are 
identical; on the contrary, I say they are 
very like. 

Still, here it is necessary to be guarded, 
because so many different forms of elec- 
tricity are known to science that it would 
be rash to say positively that we shall not 
classify vital energy as a form of elec- 
tricity. 

I believe that there are only two things 
in the universe—matter and energy.

BATH itself and the longer or shorter 

D duration of life depend entire!y on 

adaptation. Death is not an e sen- 
tial attribute of living matter. It is neither 
necessarily associated with reproduction 
nor a necessary consequence of it. 

Death is to be looked upon as an occur- 
rence which is advantageous to the species, 
as a concession to the outer conditions of 
life, and not as an absolute necessity es- 
sential inherent in life itself. 

Death—that is, the end of life—is by no 
means, as is usually assumed, an attribute 
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are fulfilled they conitnue to live, and they 
thus carry the potentiality of unending life 
in themselves. 

There cannot be the least doubt, however, 
that the higher organisms, as they are now 
constructed, contain within themselves the 
germs of death. 


In a certain sense the causes of the du- 
ration of life must be contained in the or- 
ganism itself, and cannot be found in any 
of its external conditions or circumstances. 
But structure and chemical composition—in 
short, the physiological constitution of. the 
body in the ordinary sense of the word—are 
not the only factors which determine the 
duration of life. This conclusion forces it- 
self upon our attention as soon as the at- 
tempt is made to explain existing facts by 
these factors alone: There must be some 
other additional cause contained in the or- 
ganism as an unknown and invisible part 
of its constitution, a cause which deter- 
mines the duration of life. 


I consider that death is not a primary 
necessity, but that it has been secondarily 
acquired as an adaptation. I believe that 
life is endowed with a fixed duration, not 
because it is contrary to its nature to be 
unliminted, but because the unlimited exist- 
ence of individuals would be a luxury with- 
out any corresponding advantage. 1 
am led to believe that the organism 
does not finally cease to renew the wornout 
cell materials because the nature of the 
cells did not permit them to multiply in- 
definitely, but because the power of multi. 
plying indefinitely was lost when it ceased 
to be of use.

Yet this is the in- 
evitable end foreseen by the friends of 
birds and lovers of nature as they wit- 
ness the reckless slaughter by all sorts of 
people for all kinds of purposes.

TTHOUT a strong, practical 
tective law little can be accom- 
plished towards checking the rap- 

id extermination of our song birds, game 
birds, game animals and fish To “kill 
something’ seems to be implanted in the 
mature of every boy and man and this 
Gesire must be restrained by law the same 
as are other evils. Appeals to reason, senti- 
ment, etc., will be nominally acquiesced in 


pro- 


by all violators of the law, but they wih 
go on violating just the same. 

All laws in this state have failed be- 
cause there has been no funds providing 
for their enforcement. No matter how 
good a law may be on the statute books, 
it will not UB self- -enforcing ard law of-/ 
ficers will not enforce it without compen- 
sation. What this state needs, in a gen- 
eral way, is some amendments to the pres- 
ent law and an appropriation of funds for 
its enforcement. The proper protection 
of birds cannot be accomplished except 
along with the general hes protecting 
game and fish. Tne present sections of the 
law regarding the destruction of birds are 
all right with the exoeption that the pen- 
alties are too small. What is needed in 
this state in the way of amendments to 
the present law should be along the fol- 
lowing lines: 

Prohibiting the eale of game at all sea- 
sons of the year. 

Prohibiting the shipment of game out- 
side the state. 

No game to be shipped in the state er- 
cept under certain regulations and when 
accompanied by the hunter. 

Limit the amount of game to be killed 
per day or season and the amount to be 
had in possession at any one time. 

Make a close season for all game fish 
during their spawning time and put a size 


limit on all fish to be sold whether game 
or food fishes. 

It will also be necessary to provide funds 
for the enforcement of the law and this 
may be accomplished either by license on 
the hunter by a tax on guns or by di- 
rect appropriation. The latter ts the most 
sensible way if the legislators can be in- 
duced to make the appropriation.

T the rate with which our birds are 
A being destroyed in America, it will 
take but two or three more genera- 
tions of the human race before they are 
entirely exterminated. 

In the more than three score and ten 
years that I have lived, bird life has been 
to me one of my chief delights, and I note 
with regret that there is not one song 
bird now where there were twenty in my 
boyhood days. If this destruction is al- 
lowed to continue, our groves and wood- 
lands will soon be as bare of the feath- 
ered warblers as our great Western plains 
are of the American bison, which once 
swarmed with them. 

This would be a national calamity. To 
assist in avoiding it becomes the duty of 
every American, male and female. The 
government has the right to protect this 
nation from a calamity so direful. The 
birds are the best friends of the farmer.

and protection: It is an established fact 
that in the Au states where they flourish, 
protective laws have been enacted and are 
enforced, and the result has been an in- 
crease of bird and animal life of from % to 
50 per cent within the past few years. 

The fact that Congress has taken cog- 
nizance of the indiscriminate slaughter of 
birds and game by passing the Lacey act, 
and the fact that a great many states have 
made radical changes in bird and game laws, 
led us to believe that the time is not far off 
when wanton destruction will cease. Sta- 
tistics prove that bird life has decreased 
nearly 50 per cent within the past 15 years. 
Millions of birds bearing the fatal gift of 
plumes, yearly forfeit their lives to satisfy 
fashion’s cruel dictates in the wearing of 
birds on women’s hats. A new and even 


greater danger than this threatens our 
birds. With the rapid disappearance of our 
game birds, song birds and others of their 
order, are served and devoured instead. The 
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traffic in these birds ts annom derond com- 
putatlon. At a recent seizure of illegal 
game in New York 15,000 of these were rob- 
bins, meadow larks, etc. 

These and other sad conditions were dis- 
cussed last year at an impromptu meeting 
of prominent St. Loulsans at the offices of 
L. T. Prict, with the result that the 
Audubon Bociety of Missouri sprang into 
existence. Its object is to so educate the 
inhabitants of this state as to create a Sen- 
timent that will insure the enactment and 
enforcement of libereal, yet effective bird 
and game laws 

From the beginning this society has met 
with merited support. Its membership com- 
prises well-known railroad officials, at- 
torneys, merchants, ex-senators and indus- 
trial and agricultural societies, who each 
joined as a body. Over 6,000 Audubon book- 
lets have been distributed throughout the 
state. The public press is giving this move- 
ment its hearty support. Under the aus- 
pices of the State Board of Agriculture, 
this society will have, in the near future, 
practical men in the field, giving lectures 
throughout the state on the necessity of 
bird and game protection. This society is in 
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the southern states, urging the ie 
of Audubon societies; and reporta from 
several states are of an enceguraging na- 
ture. Our migratory birds are persecuted 
to a very great extent during their flight 
south, and while domiciled there The 
protection of migratory birds must be gen- 
eral, in order to be effective. The South 
should not rob the North of the fruit of 
her labor in the fields for protection. 

Technically, the work of Audubon secie 
ties is the protection of Dirds; however, as 
the quadrupeds and fish are doomed te 
annihilation in the same manner as birds, 
the Audubon Society of Missour! deems it 
proper to also throw the mantle of pre- 
tection around all these God's creatures, 
beneficial to mankind. 

We wish to call the attention ef the pub- 
lio to the fact that our work is strictly 
limited to the funds received from mem- 
bership fees. We, herefore, appeal to all 
of the publiic-spirited citizens te become 
members of the Audubon Society of Mis- 
souri, thus greatly aiding us in this worthy 
cause.

Dumont, who recently won the $20,000 of- 
fered by M. Henri Deutsch to the man 
who would circle the Eifkel Tower in a 
ball and return to the starting point, 
alm four miles away, within o minutes 
sends word he will be at St. Louis with a 
larger and more powerful airship thar the 
one with which he electrified the scientufic 
world last November. Hiram Maxim, who 
built in England a malticiple aeroplane 
costing $100,000 announces that he will be 
@ competitor at St. Louis with a flying ma- 
chie he is planning to build, and an equally 
favorable response is expected from such 
experts as Count Zeppeline, Hargrave, Phil- 
lips, Ader, Roze, Langley, Chanute, Wright 
and many other inventors. 

No such prize as that which St. Louis 
offers has ever been offered in this channel 
of invention. Bes'de it the Deutsch prize 
was but a small incentive to aerostatic ge- 
nius. And yet the Deutsch prize brought 
forth the most successful attempts man 
bas ever made at aerial navigation. San- 
tos-Dumont built six ships before he made 
the trip around the tower within the time 
prescribed, and each one of these was 
an improvement upon the other So that 
if this enterprising young gentleman is 
to build another ship for the St. Louls con- 
test, as he’says he is, it is safe to assume 
that it will be an improvement upon the 
dirigible balloon which sailed around the 
great Paris tower with all the grace and 
poise of a bird., Santos-Dumont may fail 
of the prize at St. Louls, though his ship 
be ever so good but it iw certain that he 
will give an exhibition the like of which 
the world has not yet seen. 

Octave Chanute, which was th St. Louis 
last week by invitation of the fair director- 
ate and the airship commission, is famil- 
far with the work of all the navigators of 
the air. He is himself an enthusiast in 
serostatics, having given 30 of his 70 years 
to this study, and being. the inventor of 
the Chanute aeroplanes, with which flights 
have been made from slight hilitops to a 
@istanee of five and six hundred feet. Pro- 
fessor Chanute is a native of France, and 
has an international reputation in aerostat- 
fee. He was for several years chief engin- 
er of the Erie railroad in the United States 
and subsequently president of the Western 
Society of Engineers at Chicago. He has a

KNOW of but three Americans who 

are experimenting with aerostatics. 

“These are Prof. A. 8. Langley, secre- 
tary of the Smithsonian Institution at 
Washington, D. C.; Mr. Wilbur right, a 
Wealthy manufacturer of Dayton, O., and 
myself, We are all exponents of the aero- 
Plane, or fiying machine. Prof. Langley 
has equipped a machine with a motor and 
sent it across the Potomac river, a distance 
of three-quarters of a mile, but it carried 
no operator. Mr. Wright, who has doubt- 
less secured better results than any other 
American experimenter, has sent an aero- 
Plane and an operator something like 1000 
feet without injury. In 1896-7 1 made a 
great many experiments with this style of 
machine at some sand bluffs in Indiana, 
near Chicago. Mr. Wright has secured bet- 
ter results than I did at that time because 
1 construtted my machines to carry the 
operator w an upright position. In this 
Way some of the young men who flew with 
my machines went as far as 500 and 600 
feet. Mr. Wright has so constructed his 
machine that the operator lies in a horizon- 
tal position after the manner of the body of 
@ bird. In this position the oper en- 
counters only the fifth part of the atmos- 
pheric Opposition encountered by his up- 
right body. 

There has been a great deal of activity 
in aeragstatics within the last fed years, 
and the announcement of the prize St. Louis 
Wil offer could not be more timely than it 
it. It comes upon the heels of the triumphs 
of Santos-Dumont, who has really contrib- 
uted a great deal of valuable information 
to the science of aerial navigation Of 


course the daring of the man in placing 


@ gasoline motor so close to a balloon full 
of hydrogen gas is not quite so new as nov-

can be no doubt that the theory possesses 
great merit. Then, balloon building is ar 
enormously expensive business. Count Zep- 
pelin spent $300,000 upon the great balloon 


ship with which he made a few trips in. 


1900. and which is now a wreck, having been 
buckled by the ‘wind. Santos-Dumont spent 
$100,000 before he won the Deutsch prize. 
None but millionaires or governments can 
afford these experiments with balloons. 
Aaeroplanes, on the other hand, are not 
very expensive. One can spend a good deal 
of money upon them, but they are nothing 
like balloons. Hiram Maxim spent $100,000 
upon his great aeroplane, but it was of 
multiciple construction, built and run upon 
a track, ani is nothing at all like the sim- 
ple machines with which Prof. Langley, 
Mr. Wright and myself have been skimming 
over American fields. 

The balloon problem is chiefly that of im- 
parting to the vessel a sufficient speed to 
stem the winds that blow. A balloon of 
given size has a certain lifting power and 
no more. It has to carry up its own weight 
and that of its adjuncts and crew, so that 
only a certain number of pounds can be 
spared to cover the weight of the machinery 
and that of its supplies. The horsepower 
Avallable within that weight determines tle 
possible speed, and this is small indeed, 
for the resistance grows as the square, 
and the horsepower required as the cube 
of the speed. In the three trial trips which 
Count Zeppelin’s big balloon made it at- 
tained a speed of 18 milés an hour. Santos- 
Dumont drove his balloon about 23 milks 
an hour. These are improvements upon 
previous performances, but they are not 
sufficient for every day purposes. I am 
satisfied that neither the Zeppelin or San- 
tos-Dumont balloons were the right shape 
for high speed, the Zeppelin ship the less 
so of the two. They should have been 
shaped to encounter less obstruction from 
the wind. I have thought for some years 
that the proper shape for such balloons 
is that of a fish, particularly a sturgeon. 

The feats of the Zeppelin and Santos-Du- 
mont balloons lead us to believe that the 
problem of dirgible balloons is pretty well 
evolved, and, while they may serve in war 
and in exploration, there is small hope that 
they can ever serve commercially. They 
possess the advantage of providing inde- 
pendent flotation, but they possess inherent 
defects. They are comparatively slow, they 
are very frail and very costly. 

The fiying machine promises no more com- 
mercially than the ballooon. But it prom- 
ises a great deal more in speed. The prin- 
ciples and computations pertaining to dirgi- 
ble balloons are now fairly well understood, 
It is clear that the size must be great, and 
the length should not be more than ten 
times the diameter to secure stability. 
Moreover, the propeller must be effective, 
and the motor, including its supplies, 
should develop great power in proportion to 
its weight. If all these conditions be ob- 
served, the French experts allow that the 
dirigible balloon may attain an ultimate 
speed of 44 miles. This is about the speed 
with which motor-driven flying machines 
begin. 

Some imaginative investigators have, 
therefore, resumed the search, antedating 
by far the invention of the balloon, for the 
conditions to be observed in devising a 
practicable flying machine in imitation of 
the birds. Much of the past work has been 
fanciful and crude, but there are now aero- 
nautical societies and technical publica- 
tions in most countries which promote 
sound research for beth balloons and fly- 
ing machines. An imternattonal congress 
on these subjects was held at Paris in Sep- 
tember. 1900. It has papers and discussions 
upon an claborate: program. 

Attempts at artificial flight date back to 
the very dawn of history, but such at- 
tempts have been impeded by two main 
obstacies so prohibitive as at times to 
cause the investigation to be classed in the 
Impossible with perpetual motion. These 
main obstacies are, first, the extreme dan- 
ger in man's attempts to acquire the art 
of the birds or to fly with any apparatus 
as yet imperfect; and, second, the lack of 
any artificial motor as light, in proportion 
to the power developed, as bird machinery. 
We know, approximately, that the motor 
muscles of birds develop such an output 
of energy that a full horsepower, it such 
were produced, would weigh but from six 
to twenty pounds, while our most powerful 
locomotives average about 200 pounds to 
the horsepower. This great gap has been 
partly closed within the last ten years, and 
investigators into flying devices are no 
longer regarded as -visionaries. 

It wag about 1889 that a number of com- 
petent inen simultaneously, but independ- 
ently, took up the flying machine. Appar- 
enly the time was ripe, and already the ad- 
vance since that time has been greater 
than it was in the preceding three cen- 
tuntes. Langley, in the United States, and 


the greatest possi- Maxim, in Eogland, had become convinced 
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the ancient formula, and these experi- 
menters determined upon building actual 
fiying apparatus which should de driven 
by power. 

Aside from the genera] design and the 
form and arrangement of the supporting 
surfaces, the important elements to consid- 
er and the ratio of those surfaces to the 
weight and the comparative power and 
speed required. There had been considera- 
ble range in these elements in the various 
experiments. Langley began producing 
working models of flying machines in 1891. 
He tested various arrangements of wings 
and of surfaces, and successively applied 
steam, gasoline and carbonic acid gas mo- 
tors, and then steam again, struggling also 
with various methods of launching the ap- 
parat us into the air. At last, in May, 1896, 
one of his chines made two fheats of 
about half a mile each in about one minute 
and a half, and, later, in November, one 
machine flew once more than three-quar- 
ters of a mile. The whole apparatus weighed 
30 pounds, and spread 70 square feet of sup- 
porting surface, or in the ratio of two and 
a third square feet to the pound. The steam 
engine was of one-horsepower, and 


weighed seven pounds, thus sustaining in 
fight 30 pounds per horsepower, but run- 
ning down very soon because the water in 
was exhausted.

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Maxim began on a much larger scale. He 
undertook the construction of a full-sized 
fiying machine to carry three men, spread- 
ing 4000 square feet of supporting surface, 
and weighing 8000 pounds, thus allowing 
only a half square foot of supporting sur- 
face to the pound. It was provided with a 
compound steam engine and a boiler of 363 
horsepower, a marvel of ingenuity and 
mechanical skill. This apparatus was pro- 
vided with wheels, and was placed upon a 
railway of eight feet gauge, being re- 
strained from premature flight by a pair 
ot outside wooden rails placed above the 
wheels. Many experiments were made to 
test the speed required and the lifting ef- 
fect, during which various misaaps were en- 
countered and repaired. After several years 
of this study the machine, in 18M, unex- 
pectedly undertook free flight by bursting 
through one of the upper rails during a 
teat. It few some 300 feet, when the steam 
was shut off, and the machine, of course, 
alighted and was broken. The damage was 
repaired, but as the machine sustaned only 
about 2 pounds per horsepower, requiring 
a speed of 36 miles an hour, and as it had 
been very costly and other business pressed, 
Mr. Maxim did not resume his experiments.

The visit of the prince is regarded as a 
matter of much significance, indicating as 
it does the Kaiser’s desire to express to the 
United States his own friendship and that 
of his countrymen. The prince comes di- 
rectly from his imperial brother and his 
visit will be characterized by an employ- 
ment of the best diplomatic etiquette of this 
country and the German empire. 

The Prince of Prussia, who comes to the 
United States next month to attend the 
chrisening of his imperial brother’s Amer- 
fican-bullt racing yacht by Miss Alice Roose- 
velt, daughter of the President, is an admiral 
of the German navy, a height to which he 
climbed by means of a merit by no means 
meeding the favor of his brother. 

He is 39 years of age, four years younger 
than the Kaiser, lacks his brother's ex- 
treme austerity, and is as democratic a 
prince as there is in all Europe. 

He is the husband of the beautiful Prin- 
cess Irene of Hesse, one of the grand 
daughters of the late Queen Victoria, and 
@ sister of the Czarina of Russia, and is 
gaid to be the only man in the world enjoy- 
ing an intimacy with the Emperor of Ger- 


many.

the first foreigner daring to traverse the 
etreets of the sacred city of Pekin in state, 
his disregard for Chinese imperial etiquette 
in this regard being but one of many in- 
dications he has given that he will not be 
hemmed about with too much red tape, 
even though he is a brother of one of the 
earth's principal rulers and some other 
persons are kings and queens. 

The sending of his brother to the United 
States with greetings for the President is 
one of the several interesting things that 
Emperor Wiliam has recently done to in- 
dicate that he is pleased with America. In 
the first place, it was interesting, that he 
should order American shipbuilders to con- 
struct his new racing yacht, when there 
are perhaps no finer workmen in this re- 
spect in the whole world than those*of the 
German seaports. But the Kaiser has a 
well-known liking for things American, and 
he wanted an American-built yacht. And 
now that it is to be ready for launching 
about Feb. 2, he takes occasion to make 
the event one of international significance 
by sending to America a member of the 
royal family, whom President Roosevelt 
will receive in state. 

It was doubtless the original intention of 
the Kaiser to send to America the crown 
prince, but the years, experience and high 
maval rank of the admiral prince caused 
him to substitute the brother for the son. 

The royal yacht Hohenzollern, which has 
never before been commissioned for any 
voyage than the Kaiser's own, will reach 
New York about Feb. 3. The prince and 
his suite wil reach the same port about 
Feb. 1% and Will go to the yacht. The 
Hohenzollerm will be commanded by Admir- 
Count von Baudiessi, and will carry the 
band of the German second naval division, 
ore of the two crack bands of the German 
navy. With the prince will come a suite 
comprising some of the notables of the 
German diplomatic corps and the army and 


navy. 

Emperor William has communicated to 
President Roosevelt the information that 
„Prince Henry is being sent to you to ex-

The prince and his charming wife have 
three sons, Waldemar, S'gismund and Hen- 
ry, all sturdy lads, as German princes are 
trained to be. The prince was born Aug. 11. 
1862, and was educated at Cassel with his 
hrother. 

He preferred the navy to the army and 
became a midshipman. He rose slowly, 
but much more steadily than the average 
son of royal parents, and this very fact 
is a credit to his sense of justice and ex- 
emplifies the character of the man. He 
insisted that he should not only be thor- 
oughly Atted for high rank, but that he 
be promoted in his turn and not over the 
heads of veterans of the service. He once 
dec ined promotion to the admiralty because 
it was not his turn. When ‘his turn did 
come his qualifications were such that 
he enjoys today the distinction of being 
one of the ablest fleet commanders of Eu- 
rope. He commanded in Asiatic waters for 
a time after the battle of Manila Bay, and 
at one time paid his respects in these 
waters to Admiral Dewey. His flagship was 
then the Kaiserin Augusta.

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Admiral von Diedrichs, left in command, 
occasioned Admiral Dewey's historic de- 
mand to know whether the United States 
and the German Empire were at peace or at 
war.

Von Diedrichs incident has always been 
a source of much regret with the Kaiser.

the United States at this time is hardly 
less than a determination to make Amer- 


icans feel the friendliness of the German 
people and their sovereign. 

The affability and energy of Prince Henry 
have made him a popular figure in this 
country.

effective. He produced in 1893 a machine 
looking like a Venetian blind on wheels, 
driven by a steam engine. With this he 
is said to have Mfted 72 pounds to the horse 
power at speeds of 28 miles an hour, with 
surfaces in the proportion of one-third of 
a square foot to the pound of weight. The 
Stability, however, was so defective that 
the apparatus, which weighed 402 pounds in 
all, could not be trusted in free flight. and 
made only brief skims. 

Tatin is a veteran experimenter. In 1879 
he produced a flying model, driven by com- 
pressed air, with which he made many 
flights. and had some breakages.

Messrs. Wilbur and Orville Wright of 
Dayton, O., have produced a double-decked 
gliding machine in which they have made 
many successful flights on the North Caro- 
lina coast. I am myself a ioiower of 
Lilienthal, a German engineer and physicist 
who was chief and first in that group of in- 
vestigators Who believed that it was pre- 
mature to apply arificial power to a flying 
machine until the proper arrangement and 
shapes of the supporting surfaces had been 
evolved and their management in the air 
worked out by long practice. He experi- 
mented for ten or fifteeh years upon the 
best shapes for artificial wings, and some 
of these were most elaborate. He made 
many flights with a gliding machine, final- 
ly making a double-decker weighing about 
60 pounds and carrying his own weight of 
170 pounds in addition. The surface was 
161 feet square, being thus in the. propor- 
tion of about three-quarters of a square 
foot to the pound, and with this he made 
many glides at argies of descent of about 
one in six, the maximum distance being 
100 feet and depending, of course, upon the 
height from which he started. The timing 
of these flights showed that about 110 
pounds were sustained per horse power at 
a speed of 23 miles an hour. In 1895 Lillen- 
thal applied to his apparatus a carbonic 
acid gas motor of two and one-half horse 
power, which was found, however, to affect 
the equilibrium so geriqusly that it was 
given up. He resumed gliding, and had, 
altogether, made about 2000 trips, with only 
trifiing accidents, when in August, 1896, he 
was upset In the air by a wind gust, fell 
and was killed, to the great loss of avia- 
tion. 

Lilienthal was followed by Plicher, an 
English engineer, who modified the. appa- 
ratus and made hundreds of glides between 
1885 and 1899.

enough along to apply it. Toward the last 
he devised a method of starting up from 
level ground by towing the apparatus with 
horses, and in one of these experiments, in 
September, 1899, taking undue risks in or- 
der not to disappoint visitors, he was up- 
set in the air and killed. 

I have been an imitator of Lilienthal and 
Pilcher, and have made, with assistants, 
about 1000 glides without injury, going 
from a maximum height of 105 feet. I had 
five machines of two different types. The 
proportion of surfaces was three-quarters 
of a square foot to the pound, the speed 22 
miles per hour and the weight sustained 
89 pounds per horse power. I have con- 
fined my endeavors wholly to the evolu- 
tion of automatic stability, making the sup- 
porting surfaces movable instead of the 
man, an arrangement the reverse of that 
of Lilienthal and Pilcher. I believe mo- 
tors upon aeroplanes will eventually do a 
great work, but I hardly believe the aero- 
plane of adequate construction has been 
devised. The sensation of gliding upon 
one of these machines is rapturous, but it 
is oftentimes a hazardous undertaking. 
Whereas balloons move too slowly, flying 
machines go too fast. They must be held 
in almost constantly, even when going 
against the wind. The highest speed 
made in any of the glides I conducted was 
50 miles an hour, but the operator could 
have gone a hundred. It ts easy to alight 
when the machine is in control. By a 
manipulation of the wings the machine hov- 
ers and alights as prettily as a bird. 

The twin balloon has, I think, but a sin- 
gle exponent.

HARLBDS T. YERKES has now been 
in England but six months, but. he 
may already be accounted one of 

London's pricipal figures. 

Mr. Yerkes is revolutionizing transporta- 
tion in the world’s greatest city. He 16 
building roads over and under the ground 
that are to strip of its terrors for the ar- 
tisan and business man alike the ride be- 
tween the home and the shop. Mr. Yerkes 
says that in shree years he will have ev- 
erybody in London riding fast.and cheap— 
in a quarter of the time required to carry 
them now. 

During the time that he has been in Lon- 
don Mr. Yerkes has accomplished more in

He is e., and for a 
long time past has been afflicted with rheu- 
matism in the left leg and hip. He tried all 
sorts of remedies without relief. Last No- 
vember he was reduced to a condition where 
he had to give up work and take to his 
bed. 

“As I lay there,“ he said, and in my 
mind ran over all I'd done in the last four- 
teen years trying to get well, it occurred 
to me that I'd better go back to Mother 
Nature and give her a chance. I'd read 
about fasting, and I reasoned out that na- 
ture was our best doctor after all if we'd 
only give her a chance. 

“So I locked up the kitchen and took to 
my bed. I set 30 days as a limit to my 
fast. At first the pangs of hunger were 
fierce, for I was always considered a big 
eater. 

“After I'd downed the pangs I got a blow 
that nearly finished me—a stroke of paraly- 
sis. You'll understand what that meant to 
me when I tell you my father, brother and 
aunt all died of paralysis. I was discour- 
aged, but I kept right on with my fast, 
thinking if I was going to die it didn’t make 
any difference whther I ate or not. On 
Nov. 18, 2 and 28 I had additional attacks 
of paralysis, each being milder than the 
preceding. When I saw how things were 
going I became so absorbed in watching 
the paralysis that I forgot my rheumatism. 

One day I suddenly discovered that my 
rheumatic leg was very much more limber. 
It was an eye-opener, when you consider 
that I hadn't been able to gtraighten it in 
four vears. 

“My son saw to it that I didn’t lack for 
comfort during all this time, and the neigh- 
bors, when they heard what I was doing, 
kept dropping in to see how I was getting 
along. Everybody urged me to quit the 
foolishness, go back to a physician, and 
eat something to keep up my strength; but 
I wouldn't. 

“During the whole time the only nourish- 
ment I took was a pint of grape juice. I 
drank about the same amount of water as 
usual. I know I could have easily stuck it 
out for the 80 days, but at the end of 2 
days everybody kept dinning at me so that 
I quit. 

Maybe it was just as well, anyhow. For 
by that time the paralysis was gone and 
the last trace of the rheumatism was dis- 
appearing. I believe I'm a sound mail now 
‘for my age—60 years. 

“During the fast I dropped from 179 
pounds to 164, not as much loss as you'd 
think. There’s one thing that fast has 
taught me. If ever I feel any symptoms

fing the fast I lost just 3% pounds. But I 

recupefated quickly and was able, by care- 

. fully using my strength, to go right along 
ra with my duty as chief engineer. 

5 on the morning of the eleventh day I 
attempted the only break I made in the 
% days’ fast. I tried to eat some break- 
fast, but I couldn't relish it. All I could 
manage to swallow was part of one small 
baked potato and a bit of toast—not four 
ounces in all. 

That was the only solid food that passed 
my lips in the whole 40 days, but, as I 
said, I drank a great deal of water. Once 
I tried to use sauterne, but the alcohol was 
disagreeable and I did not drink a half a 
pint of it during the whole period. 

Going without food was not so difficult 
as I imagined. Perhaps my dyspepsia had 

in a way trained me to undertake a fast.

DID M’CULLAGH OR BLOWITZ 
ORIGINATE tHe NEWSPAPER INTERVIEW? 


HE retirement of Monsieur de Blowltz 
a from the post of Paris correspondent 

of the London Times has occasioned 
circulation of a story that this colebrateu 
Buropean journalist was the originator of 
the newspaper interview, first employing it 
in 1872. 

Walter B. Stevens, now secretary of the

i tMmoorrect, and that the real originator 
ef the interview was the late Joseph B. 
MoCullagh of St. Louls, whose famous in- 
terview with Alexander H. Stephens, vice- 
president of the Confederacy, appeared in 
@ Cincinnati newspaper in 1867. 

X. de Biowitz did not take up newspaper 
Work until 1871, which was four years sub- 
gsequem to the appearance of the McCul- 
Jlagh iaterview with Stephens. It is not 
impoesible, of course, that the French 
devised the interview without 
ving ever heard of the employment of 
such form by an American. Certain

Its popularity with newspaper workers 
grew rapidly, and a comparatively short 
time had passed before it was generally 
employed. 

There ts a popular misconception of the 
interview and its aims in some quarters. 
Even today it is the popular supposition 
that the first aim of one is verbatim ac- 
curacy. As a matter of fact this was never 
Mr. MecCullagh's idea. 

When he interviewed a statesman he ab- 
sorbed his ideas accurately and possibly 
something of his style of speech, but he 
did not aim to reproduce, word for word, 
the conversation as it occurred. As a mat- 
ter of fact this is seldom possible and 
would necessitate the introduction of much 
irrelevant matter, 

Mr. McCullagh, though he could make 
the form of the matter more attractive to 
the readers of the paper by putting it in 
conversational form, and at the same time 
increase its force by asking and answering 
only questions that bore pertinently on the 
subject 

There was nothing in them that did not 
have a distinct value, It is another popular 
idea that interviews are, and were always, 
odious to the interviewed. Many of the 
statesmen, in the time of McCullagh’s 
Washington experience, preferred to be re- 
ported in that manner. It not only as- 
sured a well-turned presentation of their 
views, but an accurate one as well. 

The interview helped to make McCul- 
lagh famous in the newspaper world. 
Probably he would have been so in any 
case, but his work in this connection at- 
tracted much notice at the time. He was 
a young man then, but 2% years old, I be- 
lieve.

The L. S. Ranch is one of the largest In Texas. Its pastures are fenced into 
fields twelve miles long and six miles wide. It counts its hundreds of thousands 
of hoofs. Twenty cowboys ride in its round-ups. It brands 5000 calves at 
a single fire. Four times a yesr its cattle are rounded up—once for vaccina- 
tion against blackleg; once for shipment to market, and once every spring and 
fall for branding the calves. Each of these round-ups requires from two to four 


weeks. The ropers are out at 8 o’clock in the morning and ride constantly until 
8 in the afternoon, a twelve-hour race which requires for twenty men 140 fleet, 
sound and sure-footed ponies.

quired number, a single lariat rope held 
around the bunch is as effective as a high 
board fence. ; 

The foreman now Givides the squad inte 
twos and threes, and rushes them off to 
the different corners of the pastures. As 
each enclosure is 12 miles long by six wide, 
or 72 square miles to be scoured over, some 
bard riding has to be done. The boys, on 
reaching the far end, gather all cattle and 
drive them slowly to an appointed place, 
being careful not to lose the calves from 
their mammies. This done, fresh horses 
are saddied and the cutting out of cows 
with their calves commences. These are 
then driven to the corrals and branded. 
The branding itself requires some skill and 
a great deal of hard work. A big log fire 
is started and the irons well heated. Then 
two mounted men ride in amongst the herd, 
lasso a calf, drag it up to the fire, where 
two other men put on the brands and an-

Emile Karst, one of the prominent St. Louisans of French descent, tells 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch that there will be no observance of this day in St. 
Louis because the French people of the city are a conservative element, desir- 
ing to be counted as Americans who are neither Robespierrists nor Royalists. 

The passing of the ancient regime in France had its climax in the death of 
the King. The pathos of his end under the knife, the mystery of the dauphin's 
fate, the wild work of the Terror, and above all the haughty figure of that queen 
of beauty and misfortune, Marie Antoinette, combine to make this date one 
vf the most historic, if not the most tragic. 

Concerning the attitude of the French people toward it, Mr. Karst says: 

“The French people of St. Louis have no wish to revive the bitter mem- 
ories and antagonisms associated with Jan. 21, 1793. They have never done it, 
and I believe they never will. They have no plaudits for the execution of Louis 
XVI, nor do them condemn it. It occurred at a time when people did not 
know what we know in America today—that there ls a more humane and more 
satisfactory method of extinguishing a man than cutting his head off. 
put him out of office, and know that he lives to appreciate, in his humiliation, 
We would not cut his head off now.

When the chief of police ran up the lad- 
der with the sentinel’s gun three or four 
of our men ran up with the natives, and 
got in the place at the same time. They 
couldn't get their rifles, the natives were 


so close upon them, but they made the best 


fight they could with their hands. I sat 
at the table a minute and then, thinking 
I might as well be killed upstairs as down, 
I went up, too.

HE United States government is assist-

The preliminary work has just been com- 
pleted by the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, two of the surveyors going through the 
Black canyon of the Gunnison for the fi;rst 
time in the history of Colorado. 

The actual work of changing the flow of 
@ portion of the river will be carried out 
at an expense of over $1,000,000, and when 
completed the tunnel will probably be the 
chief irrigation wonder of the West. 

When it was determined to divert the 
Gunnison to the Uncompahgre valley, in or- 
der to give a farming community the bene- 
fit of the swift-running stream, F. H. New- 
ell, chief of the division of hydrography of 
the geological survey, hesitated to send any 


„ @urveyors through the Black canyon be- 
cause of the peril of such a trip. One party 


of explorers had made the attempt to go 


through the most forbidding portion of the 
Canyon several years ago, but lost all their 


boats and supplies, and only escaped with 
their lives when ropes were lowered to 
them by rescuing parties above. The Den- 
ver & Rio Grande Rallroad traverses a por- 
tion of the canyon, which is noted for its 
scenic wonders, but there is a strip several 
miles in extent which had defied even the 
hardiest of mountain climbers and pros- 
pectors.

ers under Mr. Newell, undertook a survey 
of the canyon. They had studied the unex- 
plored portion from.the top, and concluded 
it possible to go through. Accordingly they 
started with few burdens. It was planned 
to have their supplies lowered to them by 
ropes from above, and beyond surveyors’ 
instruments, a camera and a few other nec- 
essary articles, they were in light march- 
ing order. It took the men ten days to tra- 
verse the 10 miles of canyon, and they had 
many narrow escapes. At one point a tem- 
porary raft, which they had constructed, 
was overturned, and Lees was nearly 
drowned in a whirlpool. Several of their 
surveying instruments were lost when the 
raft overturned, but the explorers finally 
emerged triumphant, having a complete 
survey of the canyon, besides some photo- 
graphs and much information of scientific 
value. 

They found that animal life in the vast 
canyon was scarce. Several apparently 
new species of the chipmunk family were 
seen, and some remarkable birds make their 
home in the canyon, and apparentiy seldom 
fiy to the world without. Strange forms of 
moss grow in the interstices of the canyon 
walls, where a sunbeam never penetrates, 
and where the roar of the swift stream, as 
it dashes over bolders, is fairly deafening. 
A large waterfall was discovered at one 
point, and the explorers had great difficul- 
ty in making their way around this minia- 
ture Niagara. Yet, from the top of the 
gorge several hundred feet above, thi fall 
looks like a bright spot in the tiny ribbon 
winding its way along the bottom. 

From the top of the Black canvon of the 
Gunnison, the view is one of the most in- 
spiring in the world, ranking with the cele- 
brated Royal Gorge. One gazes down an 
immense cleft apparently riven ages ago 
in the solid rock. The view is enough to 
turn the uninitiated dizzy and faint with 
awe, but the explorers who followed the 
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course of the river a that enly a taint 
idea of the wonders of the scenery can be 
obtained from above. The depths of the 
gorge are lighted by a broad ribbon of blue 
sky, but not a sunbeam ever günts on the 
rushing, bolling stream, and the whole 
scene is toned by a garnish half-light, even 
at midday. The seamed walls of the can- 
yon, rising to seemingly interminable 
heights, and the roar of the torrent combine 
to make the little’ known portion of the 
Black canyon one of the most awe-inspir- 
ing places in the world. ‘ 
The portal of the great irrigation tunnel 
will be cut et the beginning of this wild 
part of the gorge. The tunnel will be bored 
through solid rock until it opens into the 
Uncompahgre valley. The Uncompahgre is 
a small stream, and its flow has been con- 
stantly diminishing in recent years, owing 
to the increased cutting of timber on the 
mountain slopes and the consequent reduc- 
tion of the supply from nature's storehouse 
~—the snowbanks. Several years ago the 
Uncompahgre attracted settlers from all 
parts of the country. The richness of the soil 
was undisputed, and it was thought that the 
river would furnish a constant supply of 
water, But the settlers reckoned without 
the disastrous results that follow the cut- 
ting and burning of timber. The stream 
kept shrinking until finally only a small 
portion of the farm lands could be iIrri- 
gated. Farm after farm was deserted. The 
tenants had a fine supply of ditches, but 
without water nothing but cactus and sage 
brush could be raised. Soon one of the 
most promising farming countries in the 
United States was practically deserted, and 
the value of land shrunk in proportion to 
the dwindling of the Uncompahgre river. 
It was here that Uncle Sam stepped in. 
The geological survey proved that if the 
flow of the Gunnison river, several miles 
away, could be diverted to the Uncompah- 
gre, there would be a steady and adequate 
flow of water in the old river bed. The 
Gunnison is one of the largest streams in 
the state, but is of little or no value to the 
agriculturalist because it flows between 
miles of rocky walls. It would be manifest- 
ly impossible to pump any part of the Gun- 
nison up the frowning banks of granite 
that hem it in on both sides, and many 
skeptics doubted that the stream could be 
diverted to any good purpose. The geologi- 
cal survey, however, demonstrated that the 
bed of the Gunnison is several feet higher 
than the bed of the Uncompahgre, and that 
a tunnel through the solid rock would give 
the farmers the permanent flow they de- 
sired. The State of Colorado has appro- 
priated money for carrying out the work, 
and in consequence farm lands in the Un- 
compahgre valley have leaped to phenome- 
nal figures. Deserted farms that could not 
have been sold at any figure, are now held 
as high as $30 an acre, and thousands are 
waiting for the first flow of water through 
the big tunnnel, when there will be a rush 
of setilers. The part played by the govern- 
ment in this work of reclamation is signi- 
ficant. It is the first practical effort made

It ig more beautiful than the ordinary 
silk, possessing a strange, glowing, old- 
gold luster in ite natural state Under the 
microscope the separate threads look more 
like fine gold wires than fibers. 

_ The price of the spider silk still is too 
high for its use by any except the rich, but 
there appears to be little reason to doubt 
that with good commercia,management it 
dan be made as cheaply as, if not more so 
than the uk that is obtained from the 


mulderry worms. 


The experience of the manufacturers 80 
far has shown that the silk can be ob- 
tained profitably from many different kinds 


“ of spiders. In the present stage of the in-

dustry, however, it is found most practica- 
ble to confine the work to a large spider 
indigenous to the Island of Madagascar, 
because this arachnid not only is remark- 
ably plentiful and easily fed, but wonder- 
fully productive.

For many 
years the natives of Madagascar have 
known of the fine silky quality of its prod- 
uct, but their work had been confined to 
using the cocoons in which the females 
wrapped their eggs. These cocoons are of 
@ beautiful pale yellow, and they were 
gathered in great quantities and the silk 
was spun from them crudely, in a manner 
Similar to the way in which silk is spun 
from the cocoons of the silkworm. 


But this method was slow and laborious, 
besiijes being unsatisfactory, for the fine 
fibers were more or leas bruised’ while be- 
ing unraveled and thus lost much of their 
gioss. Besides that, the thread so spun was 
uneven, and often the tangle in che cocoon 


was 80 great that no continuous fiber could 
be obtained. 

There was a Catholic missionary in Mada- 
gascar who saw the great possibilities in 
the industry and realized that improved 
methods would mean a great deal to the 
natives. So he devoted his time to a study 
of the spider.

The gyroscope will do something no com- 
pags can .do—exactly determine the polar 
axis of the earth. That is, when the gy- 
roscope {# set spinning it is influenced by 
its own motion and the motion of the 
earth and its axle oscillates from side to 
side. The point exactly. midway between 
the extremes of these oscillations indicatc§ 
the line between the north and south poles. 
A compass cannot do this because it is 
magnetically influenced and does not de- 
termine the polar axis of the earth at 
all, but the magnetic pole. Because of 


may magnetic tnfluences the determina- 
tions of Gompasses vary a great deal. The 
gyroscope, being exempt from any of these 
magnetie influences, cannot vary. 

The instrument used by Prof. Chessin in 
illustrating his discovery before the Acad- 
emy of Science was devised in 1832 by W. 
R. Johnson, 4 called it a rotascope. 
Foucalt invented 4 form of this appa- 
ratus, mounted with such delicacy as to 
render visible the rotation of the earth— 
that is, the revolution of the earth on its 
axis caused the rings on the apparatus to 
oscillate. 

Foucault demonstrated with his experi- 
ment that the position of equilibrium of the 
gyroscope coincides with the direction. of 
the polar axis, Prof..Chessin goes further.

The eggs laid by the American hen in 
1900 amounted to enough value in dollars 
to pay the entire expenses for that year 
of the United States Marine Hospital serv- 
ice, the United States coast and geodetic 
survey, the steamboat inspection service, 
the running expenses of forts and fortifica- 
tions, the bureau of labor and the depart- 
ment of justice, and then there would be 
enough teft to pay % per cent of the total 
appropriations for 1901 for invalid and other 
pensions. 

The inhabitants of New York City alone 
ate enough eggs in the year to pay for an- 
other Brooklyn bridge. 

Getting away from finance and entering 
the realm of physics, the calculations be- 
come still more bewildering. 

For instance, all the eggs laid in 1990, if 
combined in one vast body of proportion- 
ate dimensions, would make 4 planet forty 
times greater in diameter than the earth, 
five times greater than that of Saturn and 
four and one-half times greater than that 
of Jupiter. But it would be an impossible 
and flimsy planet—so flimsy that it could 
not hold together, but would burst and fili 
the planetary system with a novel mete- 
oric shower of yolk. 

In weight the eggs of the year combined 
would not make a big body compared with 
the earth. A diagram showing the earth 
as a globe two feet in diameter would 
have to show the globe made by the egg? 
with a mere dot. But the eggs would make 
a huge body all the same, even if judged 
by weight alone. 

So huge a body would be made of all the 
eggs laid by the American hen in 1900 that 
if it were to be dropped from the sky on 
the entire American navy—the 13 battie- 
ships, all the cruisers, all the gunboats, 
all the monitors and torpedo boats and con- 
verted craft and colliers and supply Is 
and tugboats, and even the launches and 
whaleboats—the mighty egg could annithi- 
late them all in an instant. If it were to

It 
could reach half way to the moon, and if 
it were put into a gigantic scale almost 
one-fifth of the entire merchant marines of 
the country would have to be put in the 
opposite side to balance it. 

The eggs of 19% weighed more than four 
times as much as our entire domestic prod- 
uce of wool, three and three-quarter times 
as much as our domestic product of cane 
Sugar, more than two times as much as 
the copper output of 1900, more than two 
and three-quarter times as much as the 
tin plates manufactured during the year 
and 30 times as much as the whole output 
of gold. 

The value of those eggs at the lowest 
market price was more than one-half the 
total income derived by the United States 
in 1900 from the customs revenues. 

If all the banks of the country had deen 
called on suddenly to pay the value of the 
eggs in specte it would have required more 
than one-third of all the specie held by the 
3871 national barks. 

There are so many chickens in the coun- 
try that, if they were divided equally 
among the populations (leaving out Ha- 
walilans), each human being in the United

or, to be exact, 3.72 chickens. And each 
human being would be entitled to Mi, of, 
to be exact, 141.322 a year.

These round numbers are well under the 
sums that are reached by close figuring. 
They are given because they are not only 
modest, but easy to remember. 

For the mathematical person who loves 
to pore over figures it may be interesting 
to know all the exact figures. 


Assuming that the increase in chickens 
in the past ten years had kept in pace with 
the population, we would have 312,712,613 
chickens in the country for 1900. On the 
basis of the egg exports, however, still al- 
lowing to each chicken only the average of 
37.998 eggs a year, shown in the figures 
for 1890, the total number. of chickens in 
1k” would be only 263,183,663. Te be well 
within the facts, iy has been. considered 
safe to assume a mean figure of 283,635,66 
chickens for 180. That this is a very mod- 
erate estimate is Shawn by all the statistics 
that have been studied. For instance, in 
assuming that the average annual number 
of eggs has hot been increased largely 
since 1890, there is probably an understate- 
ment of fact, for the farmers have been 
devoting more study and ume to the egg 
producing qualities of chickens in the past 
few years than they ever did before. Again, 
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remember that the fundamental figurés are 
all understated. 

The egg output for the year, for in- 
stance, was figured entirely on the bas's 
of the increase in exports since 1890 and 
the decrease, amounting almost to cessa- 
tion, in imports. There was, in the same 


period, a natural great increase in domes-. 


tic consumption. This has not been fig- 
ured at all, because the census figures re- 
ports are not prepared yet, and ‘conse- 
quently’ any estimate of it would be guess- 
work. Yet, based merely on the impert 
and export figures, we get the anpalling 
sum total of 833,378,532 dozens, or 10,000,542,- 
384 eggs laid in 1900 in the United States. 

The lowest export price reached in 1900 
for American eggs was 16.6 cents a dozen. 
And even at this minimum price those eggs 
were worth $138,340,836.31. 

The population of the United States and 
dependencies, exclusive of Hawaii, was 76,- 
085,794, according to the last census. Esti- 
mating the minimum of 283,635,605 chickens 
and 10,000, 542,384 eggs, this would give each 
unit of population the proportion of chick- 
ens and eggs mentioned in the article. 

There were 190,83 miles of railroad in 
operation in 1899, and there are enough 
chickens to provide 1486 for every mile, and 
there would be 50,000 left over. That would 
furnish more than one each to sit on each 
of the 37,245 locomotives owned and operat- 
ed in the United States in 1899, when they 
were last tabulated. 

In calculating the aggregate weight. of 
the hen population an average weight of 
6% pounds each was adopted. The average 
weights of the various breeds in the coun- 
try are: Wyandotte, 6% pounds; Plymouth 
Rock, 7% pounds; Jersey Blues, 8 pounds; 
Brahmas, 9% pounds; Cochins, 8% pounds; 
Minorcas, 6% pounds; Hamburgs, 6% 
pounds. The Brahmas and Plymouth 
Rocks are the more plentiful, being the 
most profitable. This makes the aggregate 
weight of the chickens of the United States 
921,715 tons. 

Hens’ eggs vary in weight from five to a 
pound to ten to a pound. 
average the maximum. 
Brahma eggs average seven and eight to 
the pound. Eight to the pound is the basis 
used for the figures given here, thus again 
keeping. well under the possible amount. 
This makes the total weight of the eggs 
laid in 1900 625.033 tons. 

In comparing the weight of the eggs of 
1900 with the navy, the following figures |
